Be Sure 
apring seeding just around the 
corner every farmer should by now 


if not already done, prepare his 
seed to go into the ground before 
the rush starts. A sample of barley 
taken from a seed drill in Alberta 
last spring, contained the following 
weeds per pound of grain: 

856 wild oats, 368 wild buck- 
wheat, 272 stinkweed, 224 ball mus- 
tard, 156 lamb’s quarters. This 
may be an extreme example of 
neglect of seed grain. says R. L, 
Pharis, supervisor of crop improve- 
ment, but survey results indicate 
that too many farmers are content 
to sow weed-infested seed grain. 
Of 1119 samples taken from seed 


| drills last spring, 37.6% would not! 
| even grade as seed and were re- 
| jected; only 33% 


of the samples 
graded No. 1 seed, the minimum| 
standard for any farmer who cares 
about the quality of seed he sows. 

There are enough good cleaning 
plants in the district to eliminate 
the dirty seed problem if full ad- 
vantage is taken of these facilities. 
Make sure the seed that goes into 
your ground is free of weeds. Also 
that it is treated with a good fungi- 
cide to prevent smut and other seed 
borne diseases. These precautions 
taken before seeding starts will go 
a long ways in ensuring a good, 
clean crop being harvested. Get 
ready NOW!
